THE GREAT PARADE. 


Veterans Wade Through the Rain and Mud 
: —The Management Censured. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 28.—[(Special. ]—To- 
day’s features of the encampment were the 
forenoon parade and the prolonged formal 
session of the encampment this afternoon 
and evening. The parade took place in tor- 
rents of rain and through seas of mud. The 
last official message sent around the camps 
last night was to the effect that the proces- 
sion would move at the appointed hour this 
morning, rain or shine, and that every Grand 
Army man was expected to bein line. At 
9 o’clock this morning the rain was fall- 
ing in sheets, and most of the officials 
at headquarters were opposed to going out in 
such weather. “The parade will take place 


if itrains pitchforks, said Chief Marshal 
Grier. “‘We will go over the route even if 
there are not ten men in line.“ This being 
settled aides were sent out to roust the men 
outof camp. The start was to have been 
made at 10, but it was 11 before the column 
moved. The rain still poured down pitilesly, 
beg 5 in spite of that there were 6,500 men 
no. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the column was 
formed, and Grand Marshal Grier ordered 
the escort of mounted police forward. Then 
followed the Grand Marshal with his chief 
of staff. Gen. A. J. Smith and aides, Logan 
Post of St. Louis, and Springfield (Mass.) 

ttalion were special escorts to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, who followed a few yards 
behind, wrapped in a rubber coat, smiling 
and bowing to the crowds who lined the 
streets. All along the way he was greeted 
with applause. His staff of 100 men, 
mounted, preceded twenty carriages moving 
three abreast, in which were the War Gov- 
ernors and other honored: guests. In 
the lead was one occupied by Mayor 
Francis and Gen. William . Sher- 
man. Although closely sheltered from the 
rain and sight, the crowds on the sidewalk 
soon found where the old commander was, 
and cheer upon cheer marked his progress 
down the pe while frequent groups of 
men would run from shelter to the carriage 
door to grasp his hand. Then followed the 
divisions of the Grand Army, ten in number. 
The 1 of Missouri, commanded by 
Col, u Cole, were given the right of the 
line. They had come with several thousand, 
and even with the rain and mud hada long 
column of march men.

Here and there a post armed with muskets 
or a drum corps broke the monotony of the 
line. As the column passed under the beau- 
tiful stained-glass transparency of Gen. 
Grant on Fourth street, between Locust and 
St. Charles streets, all the men uncovered 
their heads and passed by in silence. 

The head of the procession reached the 
Grand Army arch that spans Olive street at 
Twelfth at noon, and mmander-in-Chief 
Fairchild, Gen. Sherman, ex-Vice-President 
Hannibal Hamlin, the War Governors, and 
other distinguished guests left their car- 
riages and took their positions in the grand- 
stand, just east of the arch. Across the 
street and facing the grand-stand Grand- 
Marshal Grier and staff sat in their saddles, 
while the rain increased in volume 
and for an hour and a half poured 
down on the heads of the passing sol- 
diers. Missouri’s contingent was twenty-five 
minutes in ing, Illinois was fifteen min- 
utes, and Kansas twelve. The other States 
were represented by posts and regiments. 
Along the line of march were thousands of 
old soldiers who thought it too wet to march. 
In the balcony of the grand stand Command- 
er-in-Chief Fairchild and Gen. Sherman, 
partly protected from the storm, bowed to 
the men as they passed, acknowledging con- 
tinually the rousing cheers that went up 
from each post as they filed by in company 
front. Here and there throughout the differ- 
ént divisions marched a colored post, and 
their salute was invariably a signal for ap- 
plause from those in the grand stand, which 
several times was taken up by the crowd and 

rolonged into a hearty cheer, The dripping 
Bags received much boisterous notice, and 
as a squad carrying the tattered remnants 
of battle-flags passed a” the enthusi- 
asm became unbounded. roughout the 
column an occasional warrior carried a cane 
ora poleon which was dangling a chicken, 
leg of mutton, side of bacon, cabvage, or some 
ocher representative of a foraging expedition 
or Ty stores. Asthe right of the 
line ts destination the troops broke 
ranks hastened back to the reviewing 
stand to geta “ear of the commander. 
They came with a rush that threatened 
destruction to the rest of the column, but the 
mounted staff of the Illinois division soon 
forced a way through the crowd and cleared 
@ passage. At 1:30 o’clock the Sons of Veter- 
ans brought up the rear and the crowd made 
a rush for the grand stand to sce and shake 
hands with Uncle Billy.“ The General re- 
fused to respond to the numerous calls for 
a speech and finding an opportunity slipped 
into a carriage and was quickly driven away. 

The Illinois division chartered the steamer 
Chouteau to bring the troops up from Lyon 
Park, but the men were 80 dissatisfied 
and disgusted with everything that only a 
few posts left the camp. It was not only the 
torrents ot rain and seas of mud that dis- 
heartened them, but, worse still, the fact 
that they had slept 41 in the mud 
all nicht, the supply of straw for the tents 
being less than one-fourth of what was 
needed. The only Chicago post that made 
any le showing in the parade was Post 
28. Post 50 was also represented, but by a 
very small delegation. The sidewalks and 
windows along the line of march were 
crowded, and at the point of review fully 
1,000 people stood ankie deep in mud under 
umbrellas watching the rade. 
The veterans were loudly cheered all along 
the line. One very interesting feature was 
the singing of patriotic songs by local sing- 
ing societies placed at various prominent 
points along the route. Considering the 
weather the parade was a wonderful exhibi- 
tion, many of the divisions of the encamp- 
ment having regarded the order to turn 
out just as they would a similar 
order twenty-five years when they 
were marching South to battle with the Na- 
tion’s foes, butit wasa mistake. “It wasa 
terrible blunder to take those old men out.“ 
said Capt. McGrath, the Superior Court.

Gen. Pryor Convinced that the Condemned 
Men Are Entitled to a Writ of Error— 
Salomon Goes to Ottawa—Mrs. Black 
Denies the Truth of Alleged Interviews 
Published in New York Newspapers— 
Swedish-American Views of the Chicago 
Anarchists. 

Capt. and Mrs. Black and Moses Salomon 
returned yesterday afternoon from New 
York. 

„What h@ve you done in the Anarchist 
case! was asked of Capt. Black. 

‘* We went over the case patiently and thor- 
oughly with Gen. Pryor,” replied Capt. 
Black. “Gen. Pryor was represented on all 
sides to us as one of the ablest lawyers of the 
country and perfectly trustworthy in all re- 
spects. We found him so, and a clear-headed, 
careful man of large legal knowledge and 
patient research—a lawyer rather than an 
advocate.“ 

„What does he think of the case!“ 

„That is best answered by what 1 heard 
him say publicly to a body of New York 
newspaper men: I have no doubt what- 
ever,’ he said, ‘that these defendants have 
the right to a writ of error in the United 
States Court, and I expect that we shall be 
able to obtain it.“ 

How soon will application be made to the 
court?” 

That cannot be said definitly. The court 
opens next Monday in Washington. Wecan- 
not move, however, until we are in position 
to present a certified transcript of the rec- 
ord.”’ 

“ How long will it take to get the tran- 
script?’ 

“That, too, is doubtful. Itis, of course, a 
very extensive undertaking and, under or- 
dinary circumstances, would take a long 
while. I think, however, that we shall be 
able to make a special arrangement with 
Clerk Taylor whereby it can be completed 
within ten days. Wé have most of the record 
already, a second copy that has been in ex- 
istence for along while. The trouble is that 
it is not certined. By furnishing the Clerk 
what we have the work will be much less 
laborious and extensive. As soon as it is 


completed we will lay it before the court.” 

“ Will it be taken to the court itself while 
in session!“ 

“The custom is to present it to some one of 
the Justices, and he himself will then inform 
us whether he himself will act on tne appli- 
cation of a writ of error or lay it before the 
court. The result is the same—a supersedeas 
in case the writ issues.”’ 

“Will you say on what grounds you will 
base your application!“ 

Not at. present. It would not be best to 
go into that question, as you can readily 
see.“ 

„Wat do you think of Neebe’s removal to 
Joliet in your absence?” 

“It strikes me as being neither necessary

Mrs. Black was asked if she made any or 
all of the fearful and wonderful statements 
attributed to her by the New York press, 
such as that the wives of the Anarchists had 
solemnly sworn to kill their children and 
commit suicide the moment their husbands 
were hanged. She said with great emphasis 
that she did not, and that they were yarns 
made out of whole cloth. 

“Why, all Isaid about their wives,” she 
said, “ was thatI did not believe that they 
would live an hour if their husbands were 
executed, and I said that to a group of ladies, 
too, and not to areporter. Everything else 
I said was exaggerated in just the same way, 
and when I did not say anything they made 
up interviews to suit themselves. 

She was very indignant at Neebe’s removal 
both on her husband’s account and that of 
Neebe. She intimated, also, that it was done 
on purpose to take away Neebe’s good looks’ 
by shaving his face and cropping his hair, 
and was the result of the spite of a homely 
man (Grinnell) against a handsome man 
(Neebe). 

; Mrs. Black aes ey the truth of the fol- 

owing story about her dogs, which appeared 
in an alleged interview in the New York 
World: p 

Newspaper paragraphs have credited u 
with being a dog-fancier. How is that?” " 

„Bless you, yes, of course Iam; but now 1 
have only seven dogs—all the law allows me. We 
live thirteen miles from Chicago, at Park Ridge. 
There are a great many ag’ | poor women there, 
and I bred twenty-four St. Bernard dogs and 
trained them to work a treadmill attachment 
which I invented to apply te sewing-machines. I 
induced these poor women to buy sewing-ma- 
chines, then Iloaned them the dogs and tread- 
mills for motive power. At last—for I kept on 
breeding them—I had forty-eight Alpine dogs, 
such as no American ever possessed. An insur- 
ance company offered me $1,000 for my pet St. 
Bernard, * Topaz,’ but I did not need the money 
and I refused to sell him. The kennels for these 
forty-eight dogs cost the Captain $1.000, but he 
Was just as fond of the animals as I was. 

“Well, State’s-Attorney Grinnell and Police- 
Inspector Bonfield were an with me on ac- 
count of my friendliness to the condemned men, 
and they induced the Viilage Trustees of Park 
Ridge to pass a law by which no person could 
own over seven dogs. The penalty was a fine of 
$200 and six months’ imprisonment. The Cap- 
tain aoe the law is unconstitutional, but before 
we could test this some time must elapse, and in 
the meantime either the Cogs menes be killed or I 
must suffer the penalty. e Captain swore—a 
nice oath, mind—that the minions of the law 
should not kill them, and I loved them all too 
well to give them to any one else who might per- 
haps Ul-treat them. So we decided that the 
Captain should take them out and shoot them 
one by one. The Captain could hardly see the 
poor ogs for tears, which blinded and I 

ept shut up in a dark room, where I could 
neither see nor hear what was going on. So of 
the forty-eight dogs I now only have seven.

It is quite short and concise: capital is to be con- 
fiscated for common use and control by the 
State of Anarchy.“ and the means of effecting the 
confiscation are dynamite and n. That is 
the program, and there was a grand inauguration 
ot it on the 4thof May. 1885. Anarchists lov 
capital, but they abhor the present owners o 
capital. They do not intend to use 
dynamite against capital, which they 
will know how to put to. better 
use when they come into possession of it. But 
they seem to have become convinced somehow 
that they can’t get at the capital without killing 
the capitalist, and itis for the latter the dyna 
mite is reserved. On the 4th of May the An- 
archists called a large meeting, and, true to their 

m, they went to this meeting with re- 
yolvers and dynamite. For whom were these 
murderous weapons intended? If the police had 
not interfered would the bombs have n car- 
ried home peacefully, or should we have had a 
night of atrocious murder of the ‘capitalistic 
class"? That citizens wee alarmed cannot be 
wondered at, and it wo have been criminal 
negligence on the part of the authorities not to 
order the police to disperse the seditious crowd. 
What followed we know. The massacre was 
horrid, and the Anarchists had commenced their 
war on society. 

According to the nature of war it would have 
been not only excusable, but justifiable, if socie- 
ty had been prepared with dynamite and had 
blown up everything and everybody connected 
with the Anarchistic movement. But our habits 
are different. The law is neither quick nor 
hasty, but it is sure, and it finds not only the 
common malefactors and the Guiteaus of the 
age, but its arm will reach even those who on 
the strength of erroneous judgment and legal 
subtleties try to undermine the basis of social 
order and claim immunity of punishment because 
it is their honest conviction that certain citizens 
should be murdered. The Anarchists were ar- 
rested, tried, found guilty, and sentenced to 
death—with the exception of one of them, who 
was found less guilty. And now, nearly eight- 
eea months after the crime was committed, the 
Supreme Court of the State has confirmed the 
sentence of the inferior court. 

It appears that Anarchists in various parts of 
the country are threatening violence if their 
brethren are hanged. These threats we think 
the Governor can afford to ignore and leave out 
of consideration altogether, if he otherwise de- 
sires to show any clemency towards the prison- 
ers, and still more so if the death sentence is to 
be executed. Should the Anarchists eventually 
decide to take vengeance on society for the en- 
forcement of the law, this vengeance will prob- 
ably not be more severe than the program to 
which they have originally pledged themselves— 
that is to say, they have already threatened so 
much that they have nothing more to threaten. 

Let us add one more word. Americans are dis- 
pleased with foreigners in general because of 
these Anarchistic agitations. There was no 
Swedish-American implicated in the atrocities of 
the 4th of May.

THE SUPREME JUDGES, 


Only Grounds Upon Which They Can Con- 
sider the Case. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 28.—A reporter 
called upon Mr. Justice Field of the United 
States Supreme Court today and asked if any 
application had been made to him in behalf 
of the Anarchists. The Justice re- 
plied that no application had been 
made. If application were made, he 
said, to a Judge of the Supreme Court 
in the City of Washington other than the 
one from whose circuit the case should come, 
it would be referred to the Judge of that cir- 
cuit—in this case to Mr. Justice Harlan; or 
if he were not in the city, then to the Chief 
Justice. Only in the absence of these two 
would a Justice outside of the circuit act. 

Chief-Justice Waite and Justice Matthews 
when called on tonight said they had re- 
ceived no application in the case. They er- 

ressed the same views as Justice Field as 
to the case propesty belonging to Justice 
Harlan. Both Justices also said the case 
could only come before the Supreme Court 
on the ground that the Constitution or a Fed- 
eral statute were involved. 

The fact that thetrial was one of extraor- 
dinary importance, they said,could have no 
bearing on the question of the court’s juris- 
diction over the case. 


Sympathy for the Condemned Men. 

Newakk, N. J., Sept. 28.—At a meeting of 
the Trades Assembly, composed of local labor 
unions, tonight a resolution was presented 
from the German Central Labor Union de- 
nouncing the action of the authorities in the 
case of the Chicago Anarchists.

We were,” he said, “too zealous, 
perhaps, and carried it too far, just like some of 
you reformers are said to carry reform too far 
and are sweeping too clean.” 

“There is no use to talk that way,” said Mr. 
Stewart, as his face flushed; “wind does not 
count for reform and accomplishes nothing. 
What we want to know is: Did not the medical 
board see extravagance going on, and, if so, 
why did it not inform the public?” 

“ Yes, we knew it was going on, but we were 
under the Commissioners, and it was they who 
caused it. If we should have made complaint 
our positions would not have remained open to 
us one day.“ 


“Can you explain to us,“ asked Mr. Aldrich, 


“whether the hospital was used for private-pay 
patients?” 

Dr. Steele looked embarrassed. After a mo- 
ment he said: There were any number of 
friends of the Commissioners there nearly all 
the time—men who were handy during election 
times—and they were fed on the best there was 
and had all the costly wines and liquors there 
were. They were given luxuries and excellent 
food, and lived well. That was what caused 
most of the extravagance. I complained to 
Warden McGarigle, but he said it was all right— 
the Commissioners had ordered it.“ 

Mr. Aldrich—Do you know of any patients who 
were kept there and who paid the doctors? 

Dr. Steele—I know one physician who said he 
was paid $400, and another who acknowledged 
having received $900. 

Mr. Aldrich—Were you not aware that they 
were fleecing the county, which furnished all the 
food, medicines, and supplies? 

Dr. Steele—I was.

Dr. Steele—That is a diffictlt question to an- 
swer.

for and treating them. These patients 
were persons who were well to do, and would 
not allow for a moment that they should be con- 
sidered paupers.

Convention yesterday renominated the pres- 
ent incumbents for office and indorsed the 
Administration of Cleveland, as was to be ex- 
pected. They also went through the form of 
indorsing the State and National Civil-Service 
laws, which they have kicked full of holes, 
but, as will be observed, without any undue 
zeal or enthusiasm in expression, and then 
proceeded to manifest their veiled hostility 
by suggesting that it would be well to submit 
them to a popular vote “in view of the rad- 
“ical change in administrative methods 
“which grow out of them a palpable con- 
cession to the Hill spoils faction. Upon the 
matter of taxation they come out strong and 
take the bull squarely by the horns, declar- 
ing: 

— 8 taxation A 1 
millions yearly, and that measures be adopted 
by Congress to reduce taxation, with due regard 
to the interests of capital and labor on imported 
raw and on the necessaries of life, by re- 
ducing or abolishing such duties. 

This plank isin marked contrast with the 
blundering declaration of the Republican 
convention, which professed to be in favor of 
maintaining the enormous taxes and boun- 
ties on the necessaries of life; for instance, 
69 per cent on clothing, upon the pretense 
that the workingmen want it, though the lat- 
ter deny it and denounce it as a delusion and 
fraud, knowing, as every one does, that it 
is a robbery of consumers perpetrated for 
the benefit of bosses, monopolists, and syn- 
dicates and trusts, as the Treasury can be 
supplied with half the existing tariff taxa- 
tion. The New York Remocrats have faced 
the issue squarely and are entitled to credit 
for it, but, all the same, Col. Fred Grant will 
be elected Secretary. of State. At the same 
time the burdensome tariff should be cut 
down one-half, and it would be better for the 
Republican party if it were done next win- 
ter. 


A PROTEST AGAINST FIELDISM. 

At the time of the ruling in favor of Stan- 
ford and against the Pacific Railroad Investi- 
gating Commission it was announced that 
the Judges were unanimous, but it now seems 
that Judge Hoffman dissented and refused to 
allow his name to go on record as approving 
the mischievous doctrine set up by Justice 
Field. Protesting against Field’s ruling, 
Judge Hoffman holds in brief that the laws 
which enable commissions created by Con- 
gress to compel the production of testimony 
are constitutional, and that where witnesses 
refuse to testify before such boards the 
courts should commit them for contempt. 
Under such a rule investigation may be 
something more than a farce. Facts can be 
brought to light and guilt fastened on the 
right parties. Deprived of this power Con- 
gress could not use investigation as an aid to 
legislation, or do aught to trace official cor- 
ruption to its sources, or even secure the 
proof for the impeachment of a notorious 
scoundrel in public office. 

True to his instincts and his record, Justice 
Field eagerly seized the opportunity to screen 
Pacific railroad corruption and break down 
the Investigating Commission. He justified 
Stanford -in his refusal to testify and de- 
clared that the commission was limited in its 
inquiries to such matters as the witnesses 
may Choose to disclose.” Of course this 
doctrine would hamstring the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and all like boards, 
but that fact would only add to the satisfac- 
tion Mr. Justice Field would experience in 
announcing the ruling. He saw an oppor- 
tunity to put up an umbrella under which 
corruptionists and public swindlers could 
take shelter. It was all the better if the 
ruling made primarily for tne protection of 
the Central Pacific pirate bribers would also 
break down the Inter-State Commission and 
prove adefense for corporate monopoly in 
general. In order, however, to make sure of 
his immediate purpose, Field took care to 
cut off any chance of an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. As Judge Hoffman 
points out, if Stanford had been attached for 
contempt and a writ of habeas corpus sued out 
the entire question could have been taken im- 
mediately to the Federai Supreme Court and 
a final decision obtained in time to be of some 
use to the commission. Discharging Stan- 
ford agd preventing any appeal by the quick 
process of habeas corpus, Field by this trick 
made it apparently impossible for the Su- 
preme Court to reach and set aside his im- 
proper ruling before the time for the com- 
mission to report to Congress. With one 
blow he wrecked the commission, stopped 
the execution of the law, and put an end to 
the inquiry into Pacific railroad bribery and 
corruption. Field’s ruling strangled the com- 
mission and made it powerless to secure the 
very evidence wanted by Congress. 

It is time for Mr. Justice Field to retire from 
the Supreme Court. He has passed the age 
of 70, and is eligible to retirement on full sal- 
ary for life. Will he go? Is there any in- 
ducement that can be offered to hasten his 
retirement! The people will gladly pay him 
a life pension to get him off the bench. He 
needs rest after his prolonged and arduous 
judicial iabors in defense of corporate monop- 
oly and in opposition to popular rights, and 
the sooner he leaves the bench the better will 
the public be pleased. He has now devoteda 
quarter of acentury to juggling with quib- 
bles and technicalities and evolving from his 
corkscrew mind schemes opposed to the pub- 
lic welfare. Ordinarily, at Washington he 
does comparatively little mischief, because 
the other Justices systematically repudiate 
his evil doctrines and compel him to air his 
notions in dissenting opinions. He dissented 
in the legal-tender cases, in the Granger 
cases, and in the Pacific railroad sinking- 
fund cases, not to mention scores of others, 
but in all these his efforts to screen monopo- 
listic abuses were futile. When traveling 
his circuit, however, and unrestrairied by the 
other Justices of the Supreme Court heisa 
dangerous Judge, as has just been shown in 
the Stanford bribery and corruption inquiry. 
Congress ought to adopt a joint resolution 
asking him to avail himself of his privilege 
and retire from the bench on a life pension. 


HENRY GEORGE AND THE ANARCHISTS. 

Henry George is in a very awkward pre- 
dicament. He obtained the support of ail 
the foreign-born Socialists and Anarchists of 
New York City when he was a candidate for 
Mayor last year. Most, Schwab, Shevitch, 
and all the other blood-and-dynamite yawp- 
ers canvassed for him and made specches 
forhim. George showed his appreciation by 
giving his doctrines about land confiscation 
a redder tinge. All parties were satisfied. 
But now that George is a candidate once 
more and needs the support of the Schwabs, 
Mosts, and Shevitches, it is likely to be with- 
held unless he pays for itin some way. The 
payment the New York “reds” demand is 
that George shall denounce the decision 
of the Illinois court in the case of the 
Chicago Anarchists and demand that they 
shall be given a new trial, or, what 
amounts to the same thing, be set at 
liberty. George either believes that the 
decision of our court is proper or he is afraid 
to offend the native and Irish element among 
his followers by expressing sympathy with 
the condemned Anarchists. There has not 
been a word about the Anarchist decision in 
George’s paper, the Standard, nor has he ex- 
pressed any opinion on the platform concern- 
ing it. The “reds” denounce George’s con- 


duct as cowardly. They demand that he 


ing for the November election to demonstrate 
to him that his course is not a wise one, even 
from the politician’s standpoint. “ He will 
get a breeze,” they say. when the returns 
come in next election that will scatter to the 
winds his last claim as a labor Moses and 
Savior.” George probably has the idea that 
the voters of New York do not care much 
about the fate of the Socialists, and that his 
silence concerning them will not lose him 
many votes. At the same time he does not 
care to condemn men who tried to give effect 
to Socialistic ideas by violent methods. That 
might appear inconsistent in him. 


JAKE SHARP'S CONVICTION UPHELD. 

Probably no Judge of the New York Court 
of Appeals will have the hardihood to grant 
Jake Sharp a stay of sentence or assist that 
notorious criminal in further obstructing the 
course of justice. The decision of the Supreme 
Court shows that there is no decent pretense 
for delaying any longer the execution of the 
sentence passed on Sharp by Judge Barrett. 
Sharp had a perfectly fair trial and was con- 
victed in strict accordance with law after he 
had attempted in the course of the proceed- 
ings to repeat his original offense in another 
form by corrupting the jury. Dragged into 
court the audacious rascal endeavored to 
screen himself from the consequences of one 
bribery by attempting another, and failing in 
this he was still able to use the stolen public 
plunder in his possession to thwart the 
execution of the just verdict pronounced 


| against him. Potter, an up-country Judge of 
} ponderous pretensions and a reputation not 


wholly unspotted, was induced by some 
means to interfere and grant a stay of sen- 
tence for reasons which were manifestly 
absurd and false. The fact that an intimate 
friend of this Judge was cailed to New York 
and offered $50,000 in case the judgment 
against Sharp should be reversed nas been 
pretty well proved. Be that as it may, Pot- 
ter, who is notastranger to such peculiar 
financial transactions as compromising with 
¢treditors at twenty-five cents on the dollar, 
was plainly animated by a desire to save a 
rich and unscrupulous rogue from the peni- 
tentiary. Potter is not stupid enough to be 
credited with the sincere belief that Sharp 
was innocent, or that any proper grounds 
existed for allowing him a new trial. 

That Sharp’s testimony before a legisla- 
tive investigating committee was used against 
him in court; that the jury were allowed to 
consider the testimony of Fuligraff, a con- 
fessed perjurer, and estimate it for what it 
was worth; and that proof was permitted of 
other offenses than that charged against 
Sharp—these were the pretended reasons for 
Potter’s indecent interference. The Supreme 
Court has now shown that they are all worth- 
less. 
a witness to testify against himself in court of 
course has no application where use is made of 
evidence voluntarily given before a legisla- 
tive committee. The testimony of a confessed 
perjurer is received in the New York courts 
and allowed such weight as the jury think it 
merits. Proof of other and collateral of- 
fenses was proper as showing the character 
of the transactions in which Sharp was en- 
gaged while obtaining public charters by 
bribery. In short, the Supreme Court de- 
clares that, while bribery is oftena difficult 
offense to prove, yet in this case “the evi- 


dence leaves the conviction on the mind that | 


it was not only sufficient, but that the jury 
were rig} in drawing and acting upon the 
conclusions which they did from it.“ Mores 
over, the court says that no legal errors in- 
tervened to Sharp’s prejudice during the 
progress of the trial,” and that “no reason 
has been found for interfering with the re- 
tult.“ In the face of this declaration by the 
Supreme Court it is hardly probable that any 
Judge of the Court of Appeals will repeat 
the indecent act of Potter in staying a just 
sentence without authority or reason, 


THE VOLUNTEER’S VICTORY. 

The victory of the Volunteer in the first of 
the races for the America’s cup was a de- 
cisive one under conditions which were al- 
leged to have been most favorable to the 
Thistle’s qualities. The course was known 
as the inside course of the New York 
Yacht Club,” a distance of about thirty-eight 
miles from the start at Owl’s Head, in the 
Narrows, almost due south to the point of 
Sandy Hook, thence southeast around the 
Sandy Hook light-vessel and return, a point 
off Clifton being the finish. Over this course 
the Thistle was beaten nineteen minutes 
twenty-nine seconds, which corresponds with 
the calculation so often made by comparison 
of the speed of the Mayflower and Galatea 
with the Volunteer and Thistle that she 
would prove herself from fifteen to twenty 
minutes faster than the Scotch flyer. It is 
apparent from all the reports that the This- 
tle was beaten at the very start. She was 
both outpointed and outfooted, and beaten de- 
cisively in tacking, stretching, and running. 

The London Times, in speculating on the re- 
suits of the first day’s match, said: “ As the 
“Thistle excels in fine weather in regard to 
“speed, and as gentle breezes are, as a rule, 
“one of the prevailing elements of an In- 
‘“‘dian summer in America, the probabilities 
“are that the Thistle with have an opportu- 
“nity of displaying her best point in tomor- 
“row’s match.“ The Thistle in fact was 
sparred for light winds, and her speed with 
that kind of a breeze had been demonstrated 
inthe English races, but somehow, and evi- 
dently much to the perplexity of her owner 
and master, she did not do the work ex- 
pected of her, though light winds prevailed 
all day, so light in fact that it was doubtful, 
until the homestretch was reached, whether 
the race could be finished in the specified 
seven hours. 

It is to be honed that in the race over the 
outside course today there will be wind 
enough to fairly test the speed and weather 
qualities of the two yachts. A drifting race 
is not as satisfactory as a contest in a howl- 
ing breeze which brings out both the real 
qualities of the yachts and the seamanship 
of their skippers. A victory unde® such cir- 
cumstances for the Volunteer would empha- 
size that of Tuesday. The inside course 
rarely has much wind for a yacht, and more 
may be expécted outside. In that case the 
qualities of the two will have been fairly 
tested. In her preliminary races the Volun- 
teer has proved herself best with a stiff 
breeze and in a heavy sea, but as the Thistle, 
notwithstanding her light-wind reputation, 
has also proved exceedingly fast in a strong 
wind, she may yet be a dangerous competi- 
tor. It is tooearly to decide which of the 
two is the faster, but it is significant that the 
Thistie has been beaten under circumstances 
asserted to be in her favor. It is significant, 
also, that the Scotchmen were astonished at 
the Volunteer’s performance and the disincli- 
nation of their own yacht to go as she should, 
but the insinuation that some one had been 
tampering with her bottom is not to their 
credit. Fair play has always characterized 
the America’s cup races, and there is no 
cause for the suggestion which has been 
made. It would have been in better taste to 
have acknowledged the defeat and looked for 
better luck next time.

Tun legai mind of Mr. Pierce, a special at- 
torney for the boodlers, after being in labor 
for some time, is at last duly delivered of its 
mouse, Mr. Pierce contends that the ver- 
dicts against the boodlers are without war- 
rant of law “because there was no such law 
in existence at the time they were found as 
that under which the indictments were 
framed and returned.” The fact is simply 
that at the last session of the Legislature the 
Conspiracy act of 1874 was amended so as to 
include boycotting, the original section be- 
ing reénacted verbatim et lteratim, together 
with the necessary additional clauses. Ac- 
cordingly the law under which Wren and his 
fellows were indicted has not been super- 


seded or suspended for a moment, but has 


been in continuing force. The present 
statute is the old law word for word, plus the 
provision ag to boycotting. As it stands now 
the law reads as follows, the italics and fig- 
ures in brackets showing the amendments 
introduced at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture: 


Sec. 46. If any two or more persons conspire or 
agree together, or the officers or Hxecutive Com- 
wilt es an Soc, or organization, or corpora- 
tion shall tesue or utter any circulars or edicts, as 
the action of or instruction to its ers, or any 
other persons, societies, organizations, or corpora- 
tions, for the purpose of establishing a so-called 
boycott or black-list, or shail post or distribute any 
written or printed notice in any place, with the 
fraudulent or malicious intent wrongfully and 
wickedly to injure the person, character, busi- 
ness, or employment, or property of another, or to 
obtain money or other r by false pre- 
tenses, or to do any illegal act injurious to the 
public trade, health, morals, police, or adminis- 
tration of public justice, or to prevent competi- 
tion in the letting of any contract by the State, 
or the authorities of any counties, city, town, or 
village, or to induce any person not to enter into 
such competition, or to commit any felony, the 
shall be deemed guilty of a conspiracy; an 
every such offender, whether as tndividuals or as 
the officers of any society or organization, and 
every person convicted of conspiracy at common 
law shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary not 
exceeding jive years or fined not exceeding 
[82,000], er doth. 


Thus by setting out the old law in full the 
Legislature complied strictly with the re- 
quirement of the Constitution that the law 
revived or the section amended shall be in- 
serted at length in the new act.“ This was 
done, and accordingly the law applying to 
the offense of the boodlers was precisely the 
same atthe time of the indictment and at 
the time of the verdict. Mr. Pierce’s quibble 
is so pitiful that its presentation can only ex- 
cite pity or mirth.

Ir appears from Mayor Roche’s statement 
to the City Council Monday evening that the 
price placed on the parcel of land at the foot 
of Thirteenth street, known as the Sherman 
property, which it was proposed to purchase 
for a site for the new pumping-works, is 
$225,000. Two weeks ago it was stated that 
the property could be obtained for $80,000. 
It was offered last June, it is alleged, at that 
price, and it was intimated that it could be 
secured for $75,000 at that time. 

Its 300 per cent appreciation in price since 
then is due to the fact that the city authori- 
ties thought it a desirable location for the 
pumping-works and that the city could be 
forced or induced to pay for it three times at 
much as it is worth. It is more than likely 
that the speculators who have charge of the 
sale of the property will be disappointed. 
The city cannot afford to pay three prices for 
property for any purpose. There is no sort 
of necessity for it in the present case, even 
though the only ‘other piece that has been 
offered. (that south of Polk street near the 
river) is held at $400, 

It will probably be wiser for the municipal 
authorities to revert te the original project 
of building the new pumping-works in that 
part of the Lake Park north of Twelfth 
street. The building can be so arranged that 
it will not interfere with the use of the park 
as a pleasure ground. It can, in fact, be 
made an ornament to it, adding to its attract- 
iveness as a public resort. It appears, from 
the character of the bids already made, that 
the real-estate sharks and option operators 
have combined to fleece the city in connec- 
tion with the new works. Their schemes 
should be met and defeated. The part of the 
Lake Park indicated is good enough for 
pumping-works. It can be used for that pur- 
pose as legitimately as another part of the 
park has been used for the Exposition Build- 
ing site, 


A Short-Hair Full Ticket. 

Charley Kern and Frank Lawler and their 
“ short-hair” Democratic associates are fully de- 
termined to nominate a full ticket for county 
offices to be voted for this fall at their convention 
to be held the 7th of next month. The purpose 
of the “short-hair toughs is clear enough. 
They want to retain the control of the regular 
party organization until the National Democratic 
Convention next year, and as they think they are 
the more numerous faction of the party they 
want to impress their numerical superiority over 
the silk stockings on the President and the office 
dispensing powers. They have not the remotest 
idea that they can elect any of the nominoes of 
their convention. If they poll more votes for 
their nominees than are polled for the nominees 
of the Judd-Green-Goudy-Seeberger faction next 
November their ambition will be half satisfied. 
They will have demonstrated that they represent 
the majority of the party, and will have a potent 
argument to present in favor of seating their 
delegates in the National Convention. But it 
may be that the silk stockings will disappoint 
them by not making an issue with them this 
time. That would seem to be the wiser course 
forthe silk stockings if they feel, as likely 
they do, that they are in a minority. It must be 
admitted that precedent is in favor of admit- 
ting tough delegates to Democratic conven tions 
when there is a semblance of regularity. At the 
1884 convention Mike McDonald, Carter Har- 
rison, Joe Mackin, and Harry Hildreth were 
among the delegates. They were regulars“ 
then, Why should not Mike and Harry be there 
again as regulars? It is the same old machine. 
Charley Kern can go as short-hair delegate in- 
stead of Mackin. Won't Our Frank“ be a good 
substitute for Our Carter f It won't affect the 
nominations. All of those patriots are and have 
been for Cleveland. It is only a matter of the 
offices. The fun is only beginning. 


Chicago and Suburban Indebtedness, 

One of the Lake View patent inside sheets 
which lives on advertising pap fed out by the 
trading officeholders of that suburb tries to make 
it appear that in the event of annexation the 
Lake View taxpayers would be “enormously 
burdened” to bear their portion of the indebted- 
ness of the enlarged Chicago. It asserts that the 
interest on this “vast indebtedness” which 
Lake View would have to bear would amonnt to 
$1 per inhabitant, or about $25,000 annually in 
all. 

Now for the real facts, and it will be seen how 
absurd the patent inside organ’s assertion is. 
The amount of the annual interest of Chicago's 
debt paid out of the general tax fund is $567,781. 
(The water revenue pays the interest on the 
water bonds.) The assessment of the city last 
year was in round numbers $160,000,000. The in- 
terest, therefore, amounted to but three and a 
half mills per dollar. The assessment of Lake 
View last year was about $3,000,000. At the Chi- 
cago rate the total interest on that assessment 
would be about $10,500, This would not amount 
to cents per capita. The patent insides said 
last week that Lake View had no debt, which was 
an untrue assertion, made to deceive. 
As shown last week, the total indebt- 
edness of Lake View, which Chicago would have 
to assume in the event of annexation, is $300,000, 
Of this $160,000 bears interest at the average rate 
of 6 ver cent. The $140,500 of school bonds bears 
interest at 7 per cent. The total interest, there- 
fore, would be about $18,000. This amounts to 
more per capita than the Chicago tax for public 


reduced even ina greater ratio. For instance, 


$855,000 of our bonds bearing interest at 7 per 


cent will mature the next year, These can be 
refunded at less than 4 per cent, making a saving 
of over $25,000 in the annual interest. Some 8150. 


000 of our water bonds will be taken up next 


year besides and that part of the indebtedness 
canceled. We have over $1,800,000 now in the 


Treasury to take up those bonds as fast as they 


mature. There will be enough left after the 
bonds falling due are paid for improving and ex- 
tending our water supply. 

There is not asuburb of Chicago that would 
not have lower taxes, that would not have a less 
amount of interest debt to pay, and be otherwise 
financially improved by annexation to Chicago. 
The patent inside sheets that assert to the con- 
trary are lying deliberately, or else they do not 
know what they are talking about.

Abolishing the Whisky and Tobacco Taxes. 

Philadelphia Record (Dem.): Repeal of the 
internal taxes on whisky, beer, and to- 
bacco would deprive the Public Treasury of 
nearly $120,000,000 of fiscal revenues for the pay- 
ment of the war debt and the increasing dis- 
bursements of the pension list. Repeal of the 
duties on raw materials of industry and actual 
necessaries of living, with a substantial reduo- 
tion of excessive rates of duty on other imports 
in the tariff schedule, would relieve the Treasury 
of its embarrassing surplus and at the same time 
remove from the shoulders of the people a far 
greater burden of taxation. 

Of the large revenues from drink and smoke 
every dollar is added to the public funds except 
the small cost of collection. For the collection 
of less than half this amount of revenue from 
taxes on raw materials and articles of necessity 
at least $8 is taken out of the pockets of the 
people for every dollar that finds its way into 
the Treasury. 

To abolish the voluntary taxes on drink and 
smoke, in the face of an enormous war debt, for 
the sake of maintaining the compulsory taxes 
upon the raw materials of labor and the neces- 
saries of American households would bea de- 
scent to the lowest depths of financial foliy and 

litical 1 et such is the issue which 

as forced itself upon the country. The poli- 
ticians can no longer climb over it or crawl un- 
der it. They must meet the issue now. 

In order to silence the base clamors for free 
whisky and tobacco, and to minister still further 
to the cupidity and greed of monopoly, the Re- 

ublicans propose to abolish the §120,000,000 of 
nternal revenues. Such is the unmistakable 
tone of their party press and of nearly every 
State Convention they have held this year. The 
Democratic party, on the other hand, is taking a 
firmer and more united stand every day in favor 
of tariff reduction and the maintenance of the 
fiscal revenues from whisky ana tobacco. at 
should have been a purely financial and econom- 
ical problem, free from all partisan influences, 
has ome the important political question of 
the time.

He says the work 
is not a history at all; it offers no inquiry 
into the graver charges against the authors 
of the union; does not shOw even a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the leading facts in 
Irish affairs. Gladstone says he himself, 
after long striving to obtain acquaintance 
with the experience of unhappy Ireland, now 
knows just enough to be aware that his 
kuOwiedge of it is imperfect and to have an 
inkling of the magnitude and complexity of 
the task of the Thucydides of the Irish union, 
who has not yet mounted above the horizon. 
Inquiry into the facts presents unusual 
difficulties. The records of the Irish Govern- 
ment for over thirty years before the union 
were kept secret. Further, there has been 
something approaching a systematic ex- 
tinction of documents by the individuals con- 
cerned. The inference is the history of the 
union is so black it must be hidden from the 
eyes of men. 

Gladstone proceeds to show that the 
charges of corruption brought against Lord 
Cornwallis are true. Referring to the list of 
promises to the supporters of the union which 
Lord Cornwallis sent to the Duke of Port- 
land, he says: 

The stench of this shameful record is too foul 
for the public even after two generations have 
—— away. Not only corruption, but flagrant 
ntimidation and savage repression were used to 
obtain the union. Cornwallis declared in July, 
1709, that the forces in Ireland sufficed to preserve 
the peace, but not to meet foreign invasion. 
What a picture of an unhappy country! A force 
of 125,000 men necessary to keep peace among a 
disarmed people of 4,500,000. 

He contends that the methods taken to pro- 
mote the union stopped the tendency towards 
the growth of religious harmony, replaced 
the Protestant clique in power, arrested the 
good dispositions of the Irish Parliament, 
and reversed the balance of strength of 
parties by transferring British and Castle in- 
fluence to the union side. In order to sustain 
his policy religious passions were let loose, 
Orangeism was founded to inflame those pas- 
sions, and the party of United Irishmen 
driven into disaffection and taught to depend 
upon foreign aid. Through the continuance 
of this systema reign of terror was estab- 
lished and a portion of the people, previously 
distinguished for loyalty, were driven into 
rebellion under circumstances which war- 
rant the belief that such rebellion was fos- 
tered by the Government in order to prom ote 
the system of ferocious repression. After 
the rebellion was repressed a system of in- 
umidation was acti upheld by robbery, 
devastation, woe, torture, and murder, 
which were practiced continually, the Gov- 
ernment shielding the perpetrators. 

In conclusion, Gladstone argues that the 

Parliament was not constitutionally 
competent to surrender its powers; that the 
0 tion of the country at the time, as 
shown by a petition of 700,000 Irishmen, was 
never invalidated by a subsequent change 
of national opinion. 


The Murder of Constable Whelahan. 

Gatway, Sept. 28.—Inguiry into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the murder of Con- 
stable Whelahan by moonlighters was con- 
tinued today. The Government announced 
the withdrawal from prosecution of Calii- 
ran, one of the prisoners, who turned 
22 evidence. The evidence showed 
five constables secreted themseives in 
Farmer Sexton’s house. The prisoners came 
to the house and knocked twice. Sexton 
asked: Who's there!“ ghey replied:

injured. Finally the three men were over- 
powered and arrested. During the melee 
accomplices outside of the house murdered 


Constable Whelahan, who had been leit on 
guard. Adjourned. 


Harcourt Denounces the Government. 

Loxpox. Sept. 2.—Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt addressed the meeting of Liberais 
at Lewes today. He denounced the Govern- 
ment’s policy in Ireland as base and brutal. 
The course of the Ministry was revolting to 
the free people of England, who would not 
long endure to see a sister country so mal- 
treated. The Tories aimed to maintain their 
— by force; the Liberais offered 

reedom, conciliation, and self-government 
to Ireland. He hailed the prospect of the con- 
test reaching a climax. He did not doubt 
that home rule would win. 

Gladstone writes: 

It is difficult to overrate the effect which 
the Government’s acquittal of the police at 
Mitchelistown will produce in Ireland. If 
Englishmen approved such an acquittal upon 
a case before them they would be unworthy 
of the liberties they enjoy.“ 


THE FRONTIER INCIDENT, 


A Dramatic Picture of the Official Inter- 
view at the Scene of Bloodshed. 

Panis, Sept. . [ New York World Cable. ] 
—A dramatic picture is given by the Figaro 
correspondent who was present at the ex- 
aminations made by the German and French 
magistrates who personally inspected where 
the French officer was shot at Raoulsleau. 
Sadoul, the French magistrate, came unat- 
tended by guards and unarmed. He isa 
small man. He touched his low-crowned 
Derby hat as the German official advanced 
with a guard of fifteen soldiers under arms. 
The German magistrate was in full dress 
uniform, with his breast covered with 
orders. The Germans halted at the line. 
The French magistrate signed to the Ger- 
man official to cross the line, saying 
with polite satire: There is no danger on 
this side,“ pointing to the blood-stained 
ground. Here you see the place where the 
assasination occurred.“ No, no,“ rejoined 
the German; it was simply an accident.“ 
* An accident, when your man fired three 
times “He was young, M. Procureur. 
He misunderstood his orders.“ Not so,” 
cried out the officer in command of the For- 


est Guard, and who remained upon 
German territory with his men. It 
was not misunderstanding; it was 
an excess ot zeal on the part 


of the soldier on guard.” The French were 
shocked at this declaration. The two magis- 
trates turned pale. Both understood that the 
utterance of this phrase had put an end to 
their interview. 

The display of force upon the German side 
and lack of it on the French side presents a 
picture entirely in keeping with the French 
policy. They adhere rigidly to the line of 
representing in a dramatic way that the Ger- 
mans are aggressors and the ones who bring 
forward the strong arm of military power 
upon smal! provocation. 


A German Version. 

Berun, Sept. 28.—It is stated that the 
Frenchmen killed Saturday on the frontier 
were shot on German soil. Two soldiers 
who accompanied Kaufmann aver that they 
saw the Frenchmen trespassing on German 
territory and shouted to warn them. The 
Frenchman paid no heed to their cries and 
attacked the Kaufmann party. The Ger- 
mans then fired, all concerned being at the 
time on German soil. 

The Public Prosecutor at Colmar has made 
an inquiry into the circumstances connected 
with the affair, and reports that Kaufmann, 
the soldier who was detailed to assist the 
forest in preventing poaching, and 
who did the shooting, saw twelve persons 
in the pine forests on German territory walk- 
ing in the direction of the French frontier. 
Kaufman called three times for Re party 
to halt, but no attention was id to 
his summons and he fired. Then. seeing 
guns leveled at him from behind some trees 
on the French side of the boundary, he re- 
treated from his position. One of the forest 
guard named Linhof was a witness to the 
whole affair, and corroborates Kaufmann’s

THE INDIAN PRINCE’S GIFT. 


A Declaration of Loyalty to English Rule— 

10 Gossip from London. 

Lonpon, Sept. 27. [New York Tribune Ca- 
ble. — The chief item of today’s English news 
is the Nizam of Hyderabad’s splendid gift for 
purposes of Indian defense. Such a public 
declaration of loyalty to English rule from 
the most powerful Mohammedan Chief in- 
vests the incident with remarkable impor- 
tance, and is the more notable because the 
step was taken in time of peace, without in- 
stigation on the part of the British Govern- 
ment or the knowledge of the British Resi- 
dent. The circumstance must have an im- 

rtant effect not only upon the Continent 

ut especially upon the military advisers of 
Russia. Englishmen are being told with- 
out ceasing that directly the Russians come 
in contact with India they may expect a re- 
volt of the native chiefs. For years India 
has been covered by anetwork of Russian 
espionage. These things do not leak out pub- 
licly, but it is no uncommon thing to discover 
Russian agents hovering about the courts of 
native Princes. Not many years ago one of 
the Governors of Northern Hindostan made 
a grand haul of compromising correspond- 
ence. Even reeentiy well-known Russian 
nts traveled through the Punjaub. The 
izam’s action is significant evidence of the 
failure of these machinations, and betokens 
more loyalty among the natives than they 
have been credited with. No doubt ill-con- 
ditioned men like Holkar, who tries to please 
nobody, and whom consequently nobody 
tries to please, may live on in ape f discon- 
tent, hut the present ruler of Indore 
can only be suffering temporary irritation 
because of the neglect of the Lord 
Chamberlain’s department during the jubilee 
visit. It is perfectly well known in official 
quarters that the loyalty of the Indore court 
and the Princes is unaffected. by Holkar’s 
personal surliness. The Nizam’s gift natur- 
ally recalls the action of his predecessor dur- 
ing the Indian mutiny. On that occasion 
Hyderabad remained loyal, but few regarded 
hay earnest loyalty. hile the press, and

A Story that Napoleon’s Heart Was Eaten 
by Rats. 

Lovpox, Sept. 28.—[New York Mail and 
Express Cabie.]—The alleged disappearance 
of the remains of Napoleon I. from the tomb 
in the Invalides has brought into publicity a 
very curious anecdote, which is related by 
Dr. Bremond in his work on Hygiene.“ 
The doctor alleges that the heartof Napo- 
leon was eaten by rats in May, 1821. It is a 
remarkable story and has increased the sen- 
sation occasioned by the rumored theft of the 
ashes, Dr. Antomachi ana Dr. Carswell 
had begun a post-mortem examination 
of Napoleon’s body at . Longwood. 
They were unable to complete their 
labors the day on which they commenced 
them, and, night coming on, they suspended 
their operations until the nextday. On re- 
suming their examination of the body the 
following morning they discovered that Na- 

oleon’s heart had been devoured by rats. 


| U — this revelation, and to prevent the ac- 
ci 


ent from becoming publicly known, they 
substituted for the natural heart a portion of 
the heart of a sheep. This is the tale which 
is now supplementing the previous sensation, 
and it finds credence as readily as the other. 
The officials at the Invalides deny 
the truth of this extraordinary story as stren- 
uously as they denied the canard about the 
removal of Napoleon’s remains. They con- 
tend very plausibly that more care was taken 
of the body than would appear from Dr. Bre- 
mond’s account, and thatit was carefully 
watched all night long during the cessation 
of the labors of the examining physicians. 
Nevertheless the circumstantial manner in 
which the story is told has greatly impressed 
many Parisians with a belief in its veracity, 
ana further investigation will probably take 
place to satisfy their doubts and curiosity.

Tomorrow will be the most memorable of all 
election days in Tennessee; the weather 
promises to be good and a very large vote is 
looked for. The Prohibitionists claim that 
they will come over the mountains with at 
least 80,000 majority. It is claimed that the 
battle will be very close in West Tennessee. 
The hardest fights will be made in Middle 
Tennessee, where the majority, whether 
large or small, will most certainly be against 
the amendment. It is the impression of 
well-informed people that the Antis” will 
have a majority of from 15,000 to 20,000. 
Prohibition and anti-Prohibition rallies were 
heid tonight, and the streets were densely 
thronged. Hundreds of men, Women, and 
children wore white Prohibition badges 
while hundreds of others displayed the blue 
anti-Prohibition badges. Kegs of beer were 
distributed in the various wards by the 
Antis. An all-night prayer- meeting is iu 
progress, and will be continued till the polls 
close tomorrow.

Trunk Lines Hostile to a Uniform Classifi- 
cation. 

The trunk-line managers met in New York 
yesterday to act upon the recent arrangement 
for a uniform classification of eight classes to be 
used dy all lines between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific soasts. It has not yet transpired what 
action was taken by the trunk-line managers. 
Rumors are current that some of the trunk lines 
will refuse to ratify the agreement unless the 
Western roads t the Eastern classification 
of six classes. If rumors are based upon 
facts the prospects of secu a uniform classifi- 
oation are ra slim. The Western roads have 
made all the coneessions they can consistently 
make by agreeing to reduce the joint Western 
classification from ten classes and. several 

al classes to eight r@gular classes. They 
find it impossible to crowd all the articles of 
freight into six classes, especially the lines west 
of Missouri River, which have considerable 
new territory to protect. The trunk lines ought 
not to grumble at the slight concessions asked

“ Big Four’s” Annual Report. 

The annual report of the President of the Cin- 
cinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago Rail- 
way (Big Four) to the stockholders of the com- 
pany for the fiscal year ending June 30 will show 
that the gross income of the company was 2.702. 
892.67. The cost of operating the road was $1,641,- 
611.21, leaving a net income of $1,111,281.46, out of 
which interest, taxes, and dividends were paid. 
Four dividends were paid upon the stock—one of 
1 per. cent and three of 1% per cent. The 
amount charged for interest is very large, 
for the reason that as old bonds were 
taken up in the refunding operations 
the interest to date was charged up, although it 
might not be due. Notwithstanding this, there 
Was a very respectable balance left after all pay- 
ments. percentage of operating expenses 
was 59.68. The contract for replacing all the 
wooden bridges of the main line with heavy iron 
structures has been nearly completed. Nineteen 
miles of fifty-six-pound steel have been taken 
from the main line to the branches and replaced 
with sixty-seven-pound steel rails. The plan of 
reducing grades and curvatures wherever it could 
be done without too great expense has been fol- 
loved. Two new postal-cars, four locomotives, 
and A0 freight-cars have been added to the equip- 
ment. The double track west from Cincinnati 
has been extended three and a-half miles. The 


— 1 by this company and the Chicago, Rock 
1 & Pacific, and its earnings and accounts 
have been kept entirely separate.

THE INDUSTRIAL REFORM CONVENTION. 


Chairman 8. E. Booth Talks of the Plans 
of the American Reform Party. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 28.—[Special.}—S. E. 
Booth, Chairman of the American Reform party, 
has established headquarters here and is making 
preliminary arrangements for the National In- 
dustrial Reform Convention to sit here Oct. 13, 
14, and 15. He said today that the delegates are 
to be selected by thé various reform organiza- 
tions and parts of organizations throughout the 
country, and that reputable individuals advocat- 
ing the principles of any of the reform organiza- 
tions would be admitted as members. He thought 
the attendance would not be less than 00. I 
want to state,” said he, “that we do not desire 
to be arbitrary, or to apply any tests that would 
exclude any of the reform element of the coun- 
try. The aim of the convention will be to lay the 
foundation for the consolidation of all the labor 
and reform organizations in a National party for 
the camp of 1888. So far as I know nearly 
all the reform parties represent some good princi- 
ples which all the others would accept, and chese 
can be made the basis of a National party. The 
matters on which we cannot agree may be judi- 
ciously relegated to the State and local organi- 
zations, thus allow all reformers to retain all 
their principles in a local way, and still not in- 
terfere with the National organization.“ 

Mr. Booth could not say whether a National 
ticket would be nominated here, but one would 
undoubtedly be nominated for next year's cam- 
paign. The nominees had been discussed, and 
they include: For President—A. J. Streeter of 
lilinois, John Colvin of Moline, Kas., John 8. 
Bender of Plymouth, Edward Evans of Tona- 
wanda, N. V., and A. M. West of Mississippi; 
for the second place, Gen. William Brindle of 
Gloucester City, N. J.. pee gr W. Ladd of Ban- 

r, Me., T. V. 3 Scranton, Pa., and 

enry George of New York. There were stili 
other names for both places. Mr. Booth said he did 
not know whether either Henry George or John 
Swinton would attend the convention. He had 
been in communication with George, but had no 
promise from him. Among prominent people 
who would be present he mentioned Miss Fran- 
ces E. Willard, but deciined to say what the 
probable position of the convention would be on 

temperance question. The convention, he 
said, would have to admit the R ee of 
the Socialistic reformers, and he thought this 
might be @ good thing. as their identification 
with this movement would tend to modify and 
check their tendency to Communism.

PACIFIC ROADS’ INVESTIGATION. 


Testimony Taken Yesterday—Judge Dillon 
Declares that Union Pacific Is All Right. 
New YORK, Sept. 28.—When the Pacific Rail- 

road Investigation Commission assembled this 

morning neither Charles Francis Adams nor any 
of the subpoenaed witnesses were present, and 
it appeared as though nothing was to be done, 
when Lawyer Cohen came in and presented an 
affidavit of John P. Jackson to show 
that his connection with the Los Angeles & 
Independence Railroad was only as agent 
for Senator Jones of Nevada. Isaac Gaetz was 
then called. Mr. Gaetz said he had been con- 
nected with the Central Pacific and C. P. Hunt- 
ington a long time. He signed all official checks 
with his own name. Checks were all made out 


to the order of the witness, “I. Gaetz,” who had 
to indorse them to make them valid. Sometimes 
the Vice-President had him indorse checks made 
out to no specific order, which were for turning 
into cash at once. Mr. Huntington, of course, 
had a private bunk account. 

What becomes of the old stub check books!“ 
was asked. 

“I don’t know,” was the reply. Thefi the wit- 
ness was asked the meaning of 1 3 sums of 
money placed opposit his name b r. Hunting- 
ton in his regular reports to San Francisco, but 
Mr. Gaetz said he did not know anything about 
this matter, save that the entries were probably 
representing the blank checks he had made out 
as before testified. Witness never made up the 
reports; Mr. Huntington did that himself. 

udge John F. Dillon, solicitor of the Union 
Pacific, read a communication from Vice-Presi- 
dent Potter of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany. which bore upon the 3,000 miles 
of branch lines of the company, the 
causes of construction, and the methods of 
management of the same. The company paid 
its branch lines liberally and as a result secured 
large and lucrative business. The paper was 
lengthy and heavy with law and railway tech- 
nicalities, and after it was finished Judge Dillon 
read one for himself. He called the attention of 
the commission to the fact that for years there 
had been persistent calls for an investigation of 
the road This commission had undertaken the 
work. It had called on all the world to — 
against the road without restriction. The road, 
knowing that everytbing was straight, had placed 
every scrap of its records at the disposal of the 
commission, and its corps of experts had roamed 
at will through its books and papers. If there 
was anything else the company couid do to make 
the ‘finding more conclusive, or any further 
evidence as to the value of its branch lines, 
the company would be glad to furnish it and settle 
the matter once for all. All the company asked 
was that if the commission's experts should find 
anything which seemed to need explanation 
it be allowed an opportunity to explain. This 
was deemed but fair in view of the fact that the 
investigation was ex parte. A letter was re- 
ported received from John A. Kasson thanking 
the commission for having vindicated him. 

After recess the first witness was D. H. Bates, 
President and General Manager of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Telegraph Company. He had in his 
hand the printed report of his testimony before 
the Blount Committee in 1886, and which, he 
said., contained all he knew about the relation of 
the Union Pacific to his company. Judge Dillon 
tnen repeated his testimony as given by him last 
May bearing upon tne relation between the 
Union Pacific and the er companies, 
After some further evidence of no special inter- 
est the commission adjourned till tomorrow.

Valuable Gifts to the Art Institute, 

From time to time for several months the Art 
Institute has been receiving consignments of 
casts of antique sculpture for the new museum. 
These are parts of a large collection ordered 
from London, Paris, Berlin, and Athens, iliustra- 
tive of the whole history of sculpture from the 
Egyptian down to the Renaissance and even the 
last century. The collection is selected with 
great care,and is based upon Mrs. Mitchell's 
“History of Ancient Sculpture,“ a recent and 
standard work. This whole collection, which 
will be one of the finest in the country, comes 
through the munificence of one lady, Mrs 
H. Ellis, or, as she is perhaps better known, Mrs. 
Sumner Ellis, whose only condition is that there 
shall be no reduced copies in the collection, but 
all exact reproductions, The work of setting up 
and catal the statues is now going 
forward rapidly. They will occupy about 
half of the two lower floors of the new Exhibi- 
tion Building.
